parramatta National Soccer League season. The team is based at Parramatta Stadium, situated 
power history right in the heart of Sydney s large metropolitan arca. 


The Power has the financial backing of the Parramatta (Rugby) Leagues Club - onc of the biggest clubs of its type in Australia. The Leagues 
Club initially provided a 85 per cent stake in the Power, and NSL affiliation fees were paid for an initial five year block. The five year period 
was chosen to provide a long enough stint to determine whether it was feasible to continue. The start-up up budget for the new club was 
thought to be around $4 million, with a total of around $15 million spent on the team in its four and a half years of existence so far. 


Of the initial squad of 14 players - who started training in August 1999 - all but one were signed from 1998/99 premicrs Sydney United, not to 
mention inaugural coach David Mitchell who had led United to successful scasons in 1997/98 and 1998/99. 

Mitchell led the team in its first three years, when results and home crowds did not live up to expectations. A further injection of capital over 
the past two scasons ~ spent on securing some of the leagues most prolific talents, and the signing of Nick Theodorakopoulos as coach, did 
enough to beef up the team's on-field performance. However despite seemingly doing all the right things off the field — in terms of its professional 
senior and youth team set-up, well-structured administration and media offices, and an impressive home venue ~ the club has just not been 
able to capture the hearts of the vast soccer-loving community in the surrounding area, in an albcit challenging past few years for the NSL.

Adelaide United recently signed South Australian 
goalscoring legend Michael Brooks. 


Born in Whyalla, 'Brooksie' played at Whyalla Lions 
as a young teenager before moving to Adelaide 
where he joined Salisbury. In 1989 he moved to 

Adelaide City and, where he made his NSL debut 

in March 1990 aged 18. He stayed at Adelaide City 

for four years before returning briefly to Whyalla. 


Upon returning to Adelaide in 1995 he linked up with the Blue Eagles 
and then White City in 1996, the year he won both the South 
Australian Premier League Player of the Year award and the SA 
Premier League's top goalscorer (25 goals) for the season. His 
sensational form for 1996 SA Premiers White City led to a recall to 
the national league under Adelaide City coach John Nyskohus. 


He moved to the eastern states in 1998 where he lined up with Woll- 
ongong Wolves for a season, and NSW state league team Macarthur. 


He came back to Adelaide in time for the start of the 2000 Premier 
League season, and with a remarkably consistent goal scoring rate, 
helped take the Blue Eagles to SA Championships in 2000 and 
2001.

(27 goals), 2001 (30 goals) and 2002 (32 goals). In front of a 8400 
crowd he scored the golden goal in the Blue Eagles' 2-1 grand 
final win over Modbury in 2000, and netted another goal in the 
2001 grand final - a 4-3 win, also against Modbury. His 32 goal

Carl Veart's early goal — his tenth of the 
season — gave Adelaide United its fourth 
successive victory in a finals series dress 
rehearsal against Marconi Stallions at Hindmarsh Stadium. 


The 1-0 win continued the new team's fairytale NSL beginning, and it 
was another bumper crowd (13,690) who enjoyed the match, played in 
ideal conditions. In fact, in virtually all of its 11 home matches so far, 
Adclaide United has been blessed with fine weather. 

Veart's goal was scored after just 150 seconds of play. The Adelaide striker 
picked up a pass from Ross Aloisi all of 30 metres out from goal and 
adjacent to the edge of the penalty area. With no-one closing him down, 
Veart first looked to cross, but instead converted a clean, low speculative 
shot which had caught the Marconi defence completely off-guard. 
Attempting to continuc its impressive nine match undefeated streak, 
Marconi slowly came back into the game and in the 26th minute had its 
first real opportunity, Joc Spiteri just missing connecting with a corner. 


In the 32nd min Aaron Goulding was set free, only to have his strong 15 


metre shot on target well blocked by Michael Turnbull in the Marconi goal. 


The Stallions finished the first half strongly, a header from near the 
penalty spot by Alex Brosque had Adelaide keeper David Scarsella 
reaching desperately to his left to just tip the ball out for a corner. 

Seven minutes after the break, a neat flowing movement by Richie 
Alagich and Aloisi ended with Alagich providing a dangerous cross to 
David Terminello - whose header from six metres went just left of the 
goalmouth. Adelaide was reasserting its dominance it had through the 
first 25 minutes of the first half, although the visitors were never out of 
contention in a fairly bruising encounter. A 34th minute injury to in-form 
Brad Maloncy forced the Marconi playmakcr off for the match. United's 
Aloisi played out the majority of the match with a broken nose, suffered 
in a clash with an opponent just before half-time. Aloisi's nose injury 
comes just two wecks after breaking his thumb against South Melbourne.

Following a one-on-one with Scarsclla on the edge of the penalty areca, 
Marconi's Angelo Costanzo lobbed a strike towards an open goalmouth 


just high and wide. The 67th minute near-cqualiscr was immediately 


followed with a chance at the other end, Fred Agius striking a very acute 
blast on to the crossbar. The spectacular near-miss by Agius, playing his 
first full game for the club, was released from an almost impossible angle. 


Substitute Michael Brooks, attempting to score his third goal from as 
many outings, once again looked very lively in his 30 minute appearance. 
The Stallions fought all the way to the end, although the match almost 
finished with battle-scarred Aloisi scaling the points when he charged on 
to a throw-in, his 25 metre low drive going barely to the right of goal.

No doubt many locals would have enjoyed the moment, particularly ex- 
West Adelaide Sharks fans, as they watched another former West star, 
Stan Lazaridis, float over the corner kick that was headed against the 

near post by David Zrilic before Agostino supplied the finishing touch. 


Venczucela last Thursday morning. 


Adelaide-born Agostino snared a starting berth in the Socceroo 
colours because of the absence of Harry Kewell and Mark Viduka. 
Parents Nick and Lee Agostino were justifiably proud of Paul as they 
watched the match in their Salisbury home. 

Despite a lack of match play with his Bundesliga club 1860 Munich, Paul 
lasted 63 minutes before being replaced by Adclaide’s own Tony Vidmar. 
"Aggo’s dearth of starting spots for the famous German club stems 
from the fact that the two preferred front runners are a German 
international, while the other is the captain of the team. 

Agostino has been an Australian soccer trailblazer ever since he began 
an overseas professional carecr before being chosen to represent his 
country at World Youth Cup squad level. 

That was back in 1993, when at 16 he departed our shores and West 
Adelaide to join Swiss first division club Berne Young Boys. 

Nine years and three other clubs later (Yverdon, Bristol City and 1860 
Munich) Agostino is as keen as the proverbial mustard to play a 
significant role in helping Australia qualify for the World Cup finals. 


He has been called into action for the Socceroos 16 times after making 


his senior squad debut, along with Harry Kewell, against Chile in 1996. 


The flect-footed, high-flying striker brings a wealth of expericnce that 
only, almost a decade of European football can muster. 

Agostino was a tender teenager when he transferred from West 
Adelaide to Young Boys for a $350,000 fee. 

He sprang into international prominence when he netted a debut 
hat-trick for the Australian Jocy’s Under 17 team against Mexico in 
Italy during the World Cup finals of 1991. 

Further plaudits followed when he became the only Australian player 
to be chosen in the post tournament Mastercard All Star World 11. 
Still playing below his age group, Agostino progressed to the Socceroo 
Youth squad a year later when he scored an amazing diving header by 
hurling his body horizontally to connect with the ball in a World Cup 
quarter-final against Uruguay. 


He started his habit of scoring on debut when, at 14, he played his first 
senior game for Salisbury United, coming off the bench for the final 10 
minutes of a Federation Cup game and, in his own words, "Managed 
to score." 

Then, in his first derby for West Adclaide against Adelaide City, Agostino 
accepted a pass from team captain Raymond Blair to net the winning goal. 
Incredibly, the boy among men scored six goals in his first 12 NSL 
matches to transform struggling West Adelaide from a relegation 
candidate to a finals prospect. 

The former St Josephs School Kookaburra team kid has made a 
stunning progression from the Jocy ranks, and onwards and upwards 
to a Youth Socccroo, an Olyroo and a Socceroo. 

Now a happily married family man, Agostino, docs his best to come 
home during his holidays to reunite with his Italian-born father, Nick, 
Scottish-born mother, Lee and Australian brother Rios. 

His family continues to supply a constant stream of support and 
encouragement as Agostino travels along his outstanding carcer path. 
In his own words, Agostino has a key element missing from his 
sporting charter. "Playing the world champion (France) was great, but 
we're all here to try to qualify for the World Cup," he said. 

"That’s what all of Australia wants, that’s what motivates all of us as players." 
MEANWHILE, Australia has again been dudded by a friendly match 
substitution farce. 

When the Socceroos played England, the home side ficlded two 
different sides in both halves. 

Then when the Republic of Ireland hosted Australia, the Irish made 
eight changes during the 90 minutes. 

Nothing much changed during last Thursday’s game with Venezuela 
bringing on five fresh players from the start of the second half and 
making three more substitutions in the second half. 

It could be construed as even more of a joke when FIFA issued a 
strong recommendation that Australia and France should select only 
one player from cach European club for the November friendly at the 
MCG on November 11. 

FIFA made that controversial suggestion of one player from each club 
while under extreme pressure from 15 disgruntled European clubs, 

but in the final analysis, common sense prevailed.

New FIFA Club World Championship format proposed 


Meeting last week in Zurich, the Organising Committee for the FIFA 
Club World Championship (CWC) decided on the format of the 
tournaments planned for 2005 and 2006. This decision now needs to 
be ratified by the Executive Committee at its next meeting, in London 

on 29 February 2004. 


The committee unanimously approved the a format for 2005 and 
2006 where SIX teams (the champions of each confederation's club 
championship in the respective year) compete in the CWC over eight 

days. The 2005 CWC is to be held in Japan in December 2005. 


This competition would then incorporate the former Toyota Cup, a 
trophy that to date had been contested in Tokyo by the winners of the 
UEFA Champions League and the South American Copa 
Libertadores at the end of each year. 


The teams from Europe (traditional critics of the CWC) and South 
America will both be seeded and enter the championship at the 
semi-final stage. They will therefore each play only two matches 

within the space of a few days. 


In the past, Oceania has been represented by the NSL Champions.

Roman Kaufmann 


Roman Kaufmann was born in 
Bregenz, a town in Austria, situated on 
the Boden See which is also known as 


by lan Luker 


Lake Constance. It is thus at one of the 
most westerly points in Austria, and is 
within 25 kilometres of the borders of 
Germany and Switzerland, which 
extend along the northern and southern 
shores of the Lake. 


Roman played soccer as a junior in 
Bregenz and formed a strong 
attachment to his local Club, 
Schwarz-Weiss- Bregenz, for which he made his senior debut at the 
tender age of 17. Throughout his career, both on and off the field, 
Roman was to always put his Club first. 


In 1954 he migrated to Australia, briefly taking up his favourite sport 
with Beograd and the short-lived International club, before moving to 
Polonia in 1956. Polonia finished fourth in 1956 and was runner-up 
to the all-conqucring Juventus in 1957. Roman was captain of the SA 
youth team in 1956 and in 1957 he was the leading goal scorer for 
Polonia with 12 goals. Charlic Welker (Budapest) finished with 20 
goals in the same season, Alex Beattie scored 13 for Lion. 


In 1958 Roman decided to became a founding member of the Austria 
Club, which meant that he would be playing in the Metropolitan 
Division (effectively Division 3), as the new club looked to find its fect. 
This division included Elizabeth United, ICI, Actil and a mysterious 
club called Tatry. During the next few night seasons he was a gucst 
player for First Division Clubs, Victoria, Port Adelaide and Lion (6 
goals in 1958). Winners of the Metropolitan Division in 1958, Austria 
was promoted to the Second Division for 1959 and remained there

until 1963 when it reached the First Division. During this period 
Roman represented the state on a number of occasions, but his 
greatest thrill was when his beloved Austria won the AMPOL cup in 
1962, defeating 2nd Division rivals Enfield 3-0. 1962 saw Austria 
finish second in the reconstituted Second Division, being joined by 
Alex Beattie after his stint in Melbourne. Alex scored 7 of 10 goals 
against Elizabeth Town in the night series, while Roman set an 
Australian record with 13 in a 1962 Federation Cup match against 
Murray Bridge, which Austria won 33-0. Beattie and Kaufmann 
continued to terrorise Elizabeth Town throughout the season, Roman 
putting in 4 at Ramsay Park (Beattie scored 1) while Alex scored 
another 7 (Roman scored 2) in the return match at Bailey Reserve. 


Roman stayed with Austria, and 
the SASF until 1968 when Austria 
combined with Eastern Districts to 
form a new club Azzurri. Austria

Goals have not been as precious as they are in 2003/04 for a long time, 


as this season is likely to be the lowest scoring NSL scason in 12 years. 
Following round 25, 392 goals had been scored in 147 games - an 
average of just 2.63 per game. This is a 14 per cent decrease on the 
average goals per game recorded last season, when an average of 3,08 
goals pe i game Welle scored. 

The season with the highest goals per game ratio was 2000/01, when 
3.26 goals per game was recorded. The lowest was in 1991/92, with 
2.29 goals per game.
